Because millions arc fascinated by 


ihance, Moc Annnberg became one of 
,hc richest men in the world. He came 
o this country an immigrant from 
East Prussia at the age of seven. 
Starting from a rough-and-tumble be- 
ginning as a Chicago newsboy, he 
'ought his way up, from street cir- 
culation man to published with oper- 
ations in Milwaukee, New York, and 
later Philadelphia. 


His big idea was the systematizing 


of the business of providing track in- 
formation to the millions who de- 
vour it. He built up dozens of 
papers, tip-sheets, reports, everything 
the horse-player needs. The system 
blanketed the country. 


It was an iron-gloved monopoly, 


Annenberg'ij opponents charged. It was 
profitable.

tor ir. the eyes of the Romans at 
the beginning of our ear was some- 
thing quite different. 


In ancient Rome, an imperator was 


the title by which the Roman leg- 
ionaries greeted their commander-in- 
chief when he returned from a vic- 
torious campaign. Afterwards it be- 
came a dignity which the Roman se- 
nate had the right to bestow upon 
a particularly successful general, the 
highest honor in the state. 


During the days of Augustus (the

the cllies will make peace than to 
produce a situation in which only ;it 
grcai risk can- they make war any- 
where but against the fortified West- 
wall,

If in protecting his southern flank 


m the Balkans, Hitler gets the co- 
operation of those late enemies, Sta- 
lin and'Mussolini,!:.the combination, can 
bring much pressure to bear upon 
British-rFrerich potential allies, Ru- 
mania and Turkey. No wonder the 
letter's ''statesmen are now confer- 
ring .with th^:;5iTes.tem Powers; the 
conference must \, be sitting on very 
anxious seats. '; 


If;;;Turkey roxist fight the Ger- 


mans'she' would rather it be at the 
Danube than the Dardanelles, which 
means helping Rumania. But Tur- 
key would rather fight Russia no- 
where. 


Tightening Russo-German screws on 


Rumania would mean she had to do 
that ,and if Rumania calls upon the 
Franco-British to redeem their pledge 
of . support .against aggression, they 
must make, good..,, no more Polands 
or Fihlands if they would keep pres- 
stige or friends. They must rush to 
Rumania's aid. 


But how?' >Thc best rushing-place, 


the Dardanelles and Bosporus, is held 
by Turkey. And Turkey is militarily 
less ready to fight than some reports 
have indicated. The same is true ol 
Franco-British forces in the Near East 
notably the British who have their 
troubles in Palestine and now, in In- 
dia, 
over whom Russia looms more 
formidably.

The Red Army, whose best troops 


proved equal to beating Finland, with 
that experience will :soon reorganize 
and be more formidable.

To tackle the Red'Army can hard- 


ly enth.us the allies,' yet they may 
have to do it if they would strike 
st Germany's southern flank, and 
at the same -time,, he'Achilles heel 
—a mixed metaphor, meaning' thai 
without Russia oil Germany may be 
unable long to. wage intensified Blitz- 
krieg against Britain and France. 


She hasn't oil enough, once her 


stored stocks are gone, not even with 
every drop Rumania has. Her extra 
oil must come from Russian wells 
in the Near East. But Russia's Ba- 
ku-Batum hundred-mile pipeline runs 
uncovered along the ground or on 
wooden trestles, inviting incendiary 
bombs from planes flying from Iraq, 
a British satellite. - 


If they did that, Turkey probably 


would be involved. She is unlikely to 
enter offensive war against either Rus- 
sia or Germany unless the allies cut 
off another slice of their Near East- 
ern conferences must also take into 
account Italy, astride the Mediter-

approve transfer of the case to the 
Appellate court, reaffirmed his con- 
tempt order—on which Rivers wa 
arrested last week—and again ord 
creci the governor to appear before 
him Friday. 


So. the executive's counsel hurricr 


dirtclly to tthc circuit court, present- 
ed arguments attacking federal in- 
tervention in the case and obtained 
a writ of supcrsedeas staying lower 
federal court action pending further 
orders 
from 
the higher tribunals 


Declaring that pending state cour 


action on the dismissal of W. L 
Miller "seriously challenges jurisdic- 
tion of the federal court." Ju'dg 
Samuel IT. Siblcy. in a brief ora 
opinion took appcallate court and VH- 
calcd all proceedings in the cour 
of Judge Dcaver.

If the United States were drawn 


into war, would it again be ticccs- 
siiry to promote war gardens in 
back yards and vacant lots, as in 
191V and 1918'.' 


Based on ;\ survey of present con- 


ditions compared lo 1917. just com- 
pleted by the National Garden Bu- 
reau, the answer is: Yes, more 
necessary tlian before, because we 
transport for groat distances and at 
high cost so h:rgo a proportion oi 
our fresh vegetable foods, nearly 
ihree times a» much, in fact, as in 
1917. 


In 1017 fresh vegetables, exclud- 


ing Irish potatoes, to the amount oi 
93,139 carloads were transported hy 
the railroads of. our country. Ily 
1928 this had risen to 272,726 car;, 
and in 1938 it still held at 248.0K2 
ears in spite of the effects of the 
depression. 


These figures tell of great ex- 


pansion in the organized markeU 
ing and distribution of fireen vege- 
tables. 
This was accompanied by 


a reduction in the number of home 
vegetable gardens, and a swing to 
flowers on a considerable scale. 


In all except the smallest ham- 


lets, and in every month of the 
year, Americans are now accus- 
tomed to a varied assortment of 
grean foods such as no other country 
in the world has ever'booh able t 
match. 


But to produce and distribute this 


food takes railroad 'cars, motor 
trucks, man power, all of which 
will be in extraordinary demand 
and probably in short supply, should 
war come. 


"If difficulties arose in transport- 


ing 93,000 cars of frcsli vegetables 
in 1917, how will three times as 
many cars, plus uncounted motor 
trucks, bo found for the same pur- 
pose should war come again," the 
bureau inquires, in a discussion of 
the problem, 


"Whether complete disruption of 


the present system would occur is 
probably a matter of opinion; but 
surely we can all agree upon the 
following: 


"Increased production and trans- 


portation costs, with' consequent 
higher prices, would be inevitable 
in war. 


"And every additional home gar- 


den, producing in leisure hours 
fresh vegetable foods to be con- 
sumed by the family,''would be a 
worthwhile contribution to the na- 
tion's war effort. 


"We urge home gardeners this 


spring to allot some portion of their 
garden space to %'egetabies. Such 
a garden will serve a three-fold 
purpose: 


"It will gain experience in vege- 


table growing for the owner, and 
train him for. real scrvic.e should 
the need for war gardens arise. 


"It will serve as an example for 


his neighbors, and a source of in- 
formation to the neighborhood. 


"It will produce no small part of 


his fresh vegetable foods, and iiclp 
counteract both for him and for 
others, the increased cost of living 
which is almost certainly ahead, 
war or no war."

Little pigs have tender natures. 


They stand for a lor of roasting. If 
you're getting a fresh ham, have the 
butcher leave the rind on. in order 
to have ' it cook more quickly and 
shrink loss. Remove the rind after 
rooking. A boned, stuffed shoulder 
will be •more attractive if the skin is 
removed before cooking. For a loin 
roast or spare ribs, have the butcher 
crack the bones. 


Good roasts arc lender throughout, 


with a brown crust on the ^outside 
and juicy meat inside. To get the 
roast done to this "perfect turn." the 
Federal Bureau of Home Economics 
recommends through cooking at a 
moderate temperature. 


Be sure to cook pork until there 


is no trace of pink in the juice, in 


throwing bats hither and yon.

.Wipe pork roast with a .damp cloth 


Sprinkle .with salt and pepper, and 
dust it with flour. Place on the rack 
of a shallow open roasting pan wilh- 
owt-water. (The ham goes rind side 
up, and the oin goes fat side up'.) 


Pork is usulaly roasted at a con- 


slant moderate temperature, with- 
out scaring. Use a .temperature of .'325 
to: 350 degrees F. with the more 
moderate, temperature for larger roasts 
These require longer cooking to got 
done in Ihe ccnler. 


If you want to sear the roast, use 


a temperature1 of 480 degrees F. for 
20 to 30 -minutes, or until the meal 
is light brown on the outside. Then 
quickly reduce the temperature td 
300 to 325 degrees F. 


Variety in Pork Dishes 


The length of time for roasting 


is about the same, whether you sea 
it first or not. From 25 to 30 minutes 
per pound is the rule for roasting 
a fresh ham, and 30 minutes per 
pound for a medium-sized loin roast. 
It takes longer to roast the chunky 
shoulder, especially when it is stuf- 
fed, 


About 3 1-2 hours is required for 


a stuffed shoulder, weighing about 
4 pounds, and it is a good idea to 
turn this cut occasionally for even 
cooking. Stuffed spareribs arc usual- 
ly done in 1-12 hours. 


For variety in pork dishes, there are 


pork chops, stuffed or plain. Other 
I'avoj-ites arc steaks from the pork 
shoulder or ham, and fillets from the 
pork tender-loin. 


The.se' three cuts are usually brown' 


ed and then cooked slowly in A cov- 
fercd frying pah on (op of the Stove, 
After1 browning, 20 minutes is usual* 
ly the lime required to finish the 
cooking when the potk is cut one- 
half inch thick. Thicker cuts will 
require more time 


You may prefer to brown the chops 


on top of the stove and then cover 
the pan and finish, by baking them in 
a moderate oven (350 to 375 degroesF) 
If the chops are baked in a little milk 
oi canned mushroom soup, there will 
be a fine gravy lo serve with them 
Or, you might like lo add lomatoe. 
to make a sauce* that Will give i 
pleasing change in flavor,

Chinese Rioted Ai French
